The discussion about who defrayed 


the expenses of the tour of the Presi- 
dent, to the Pacific coast liab gone on 
apace, but with gre:it moderation.

Washington, Sept'4—The imports of 


raw silk in the Cscal year just ended 
were-the largest in the history or tae 
government Statistics just compiled 
by the department of commerce and 
labor, through its bureau of statistics, 
show that for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1903, 15,271,340 pounds of un- 
manufactured silk, valued at 150,011,- 
819 were imported, as compared with 
14,200,000 pounds in 1902, and 10,,400,- 
090 in 1901. From this silk American 
manufacturers will make finished pro- 
ducts valued at over $125,06o,000.
